A fell. The sharp 
blade was in hand. 

Suddenly, a quick 

slice pierced the 
throat and continued down 
through the abdomen. 

No, it wasn't a cult sacri- 
fice in the middle of the high 
school; it was the Biology 3- 
4 pig dissection. And from 
what was witnessed, most 
students didn't mind it. 

To some students, hu- 
morous moments perked 
up the gruesome task. Say- 
ing "oink, oink, oink," in 
the middle of cutting open 
the pig and giving their pigs 
(or worms in Biology 1-2) 
colorful names, like 
"Herman," "Spoogie," or 
"Circe" added to the 
delightment of piercing 
animal flesh. 

To most students, how- 


ever, there were some as- 
pects of the project that they 
just didn't like or were be- 
ginning to annoy them by 


the end of the semester. 

"The smell of the 
Carosafe (the chemical used 
to preserve the specimen) 
is awful. I think it smells 
like dead people," said se- 
nior Heather Devitt. 

The novelty of holding a 
scapula wore thin after a 
few weeks, according to one 
student.

Teachers generally didn't 
think that Cliff Notes were 
a form of cheating. In fact, 
English teacher Mrs. Sharon 
Smith sometimes recom- 
mended them. 

"I sometimes recommend 
that students read Cliff 
Notes for chapter summa- 
ries," said Mrs. Smith. 

Cliff notes should not, 
however, have been used in 
place of reading the play. 
One reason for this was that 
some teachers included 
questions on their tests that 
weren’t in the Cliff Notes. 

"I always used Cliff Notes 
to put together my tests," 
said Mrs. Denise Newton, 
English. "I try to find at 
least one essay question to 
ask that isn't covered in Cliff 


Notes. Cliff Notes can be 
good study tools, but too 
many students don't read 
the real novels and rely on 
Cliff Note summaries." 

Another good reason is 
that students miss out on 
reading timeless phrases, 
such as "To be or not to be" 
and "It is a tale told by an 
idiot, full of sound and fury, 
signifying nothing." 

Memorizing phrases like 
these, and knowing where 
they come from, gave the 
impression to others that an 
intellectual was afoot. 

"Students need to realize 
that although Cliff Notes 
may be a good study guide, 
they are not a substitute for 
the work itself," said Mrs. 
Smith. 

So, if understanding an 
18th century play seemed 
impossible. Cliff Notes 
might have been the answer. 
Used wisely, students got 
the information they needed 
while being exposed to the 
true literary piece.

16804 for printing. The 
cover, designed at BSU, is 
embossed with a mission 
grain using gold foil and 
magenta for the title. The 
stories are printed in 12 pt. 
Palatino, and captions are 
in 8 pt. 

The opening was de- 
signed by Jackie Acosta. 
The initial letter was set in 
462 pt. Mistral in 873 Gold. 
Type was a combination of 
Palatino and Mistral at 
30pt. 


Student Life was de- 
signed by Dana Navarro, 
using a 72 pt. University 
Roman headline that was 
designed on Typestyler. All 
headlines were created on 
the compu ter by J im Dwyer. 

The Sports section was 
designed by Nate Miklusak. 
The scoreboard was created 
on Freehand, and the title 
font was Blast. The head- 
line was also created on 
Freehand at 129 pt. using 
Times. 

Joe Dangelo designed the 
Academics section using 
117 pt. Palatino and re- 
versed Palatino. The "He 
Said She Said" is at 94 pt. 

The Organizations sec- 
tion was designed by Kim 
Stanford. It was created on 
Freehand using B Friz 
Quadrata Bold at 201 pt., 
and the subhead was set at 
89 pt. 

The Album Section head- 
line was designed by Mrs. 
Denise Newton. The initial 


letter was at 200 pt. bold 
Palatino, and the top line is 
95 pt. bold Palatino under- 
lined; the bottom is at 62 pt. 
bold Palatino. 

Thirteen people could not 
have put out this book on 
our own, especially not 
without the help of our fear- 
less leader Mrs. Newton. If 
not for her time, patience 
and effort, the yearbook 
would have been distrib- 
uted in February 1994. I'm 
sure that everyone is glad 
she was there to listen to us, 
feed us, and keep us moti- 
vated.
